I have just 
returned from a jaunt among the al- 
falfa fields in the vicinity of Reno and 
Lovelocks, and while there saw farm- 
ers plowing without pain and without 
irrigatiun. Since the severe storms 
which carried off the cattle of that 
State two years ago, the yield of bay 
has been too great for bome consump- 
tion, and duriog the past season over 
5,000 tons were shipped to San Fran- 
cisco, and, it being the best hay on 
the market, large quantities of it were 
shipped tothe government of Chili, 
and Bal maceda’s horses su bsisted upon 
alfalfa grown in the Sagebrush State. 

**Whilein Nevada I negotiated loans 
aggregating $109,500, in sums of from 
$3,000 to $37,000, and every loan is 
secured by the best agicultural land I 
eversaw. This was during the month 
of November. In California, for the 
same period, the. loams negotiated 
amounted to but $88,900.
